Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 2-1 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
shows, an acoustic actuator comprising: an acoustic wave generator, a movable 
element having a planar surface, operatively connected to the acoustic generator 
receiving and deflecting acoustic waves and a substrate. 

However, prior fails to show a MEMS acoustic wave generator comprising: a 
substrate having a cavity for accommodating the acoustic wave generator and a 
movable element receiving the acoustic wave. Wherein, the movable element is being 
operatively connected to the acoustic wave generator: such that, the acoustic wave 
exerts sufficient acoustic pressure for moving the element. Prior art also fails to show, 
another substrate supporting the moveable element and a fastening means attaching 
the movable element to the substrate. The method of actuating the device is inherent 
base on the structural limitation.
